.But the Other Side is iu Evidence 


When the Votes are 


Taken. 


WASHINGTON-, June 2.— The senate 


•made greater progress on the tariff than 
on any day aiuee ttte debate opened, 
•completing more than half of the im- 
portant metal schedule. The speaking 
waa by the Democratic senators, the 
Republican senators taking no part in 
-the debate, except at rare intervals, to 
answer questions, which would expedite 
•the advance of the bill. 


Meaare. Joneb of Arkaneaa and Vest 


urged numerous amendments embodv- 
ing in the main the Wilson rates, bat 
these were rejected with one exception. 
This exception relates to rails, which 
Mr. Vest secured a reduction on from 
2 to 1% cents per pound. It was the 
first change made without the assent of 
the committee, and it was due mainly 
to the listless manner of many senators 
•voting. 


The first paragraph on iron ore, etc., 


went over at the request of Mr. Quay, 
The paragraphs on iron in pigs and on 
bar iron wero the eamo in the house 
.and senate bills. 


Mr. Jones of Arkansas took occasion, 


however, to make a statement to Ehow 
the absurdity, he said, of keeping up 
the taxes on these products when the 
American producer had absolute con- 
trol of the markets and shipped large 
-quantitiea abroad. 


Mr. Jonea reviewed the steel rail com- 


bination. This reduced the price of 
steel rails 50 per cent, he said, and why 
should a law protect producora who 
could, by combination, double their 
prices on eteel rails? 


He spoke also of the effect of this com- 


bination, and that on wire naile, in rais- 
ing the price to American consumers, 
while the eame goods were being sold at 
lower prices to foreign consumers. It 
•was a* condition, he aeacrted, which 
-should arouse the people from ocean to 
ocean until they stamped to pieces those 
combinations. 


Mr. Caffory, Democrat of Louisiana, 


also spoke generally against the rates of 
the inatal schedule. 
lie maintained 


that our manufactured iron goods were 
being shipped abroad in enormous quan- 
tiea, and that the tariff on the raw ma- 
terials embarrassed this trade. 


Mr. Caffery then branched into a gen- 


eral speech against the bill, reading 
from manuscript. 
Iii the main his speech was a protest 


against an increase of duties on neceb- 
earios of life and on raw materials. 
He 


did no mention the sugar schedule. 


Progress on the bill wsa then re- 


" Bumedand the 'paragraphs were agreed 


to on round iron in coils and rods, 
beams, girders.etc., boiler or other platu 
iron or steel, iron or steel anchors, etc. 


A discussion arose on paragraph 125, 


relating to hoop, band and scroll iron, 
including the bandfi used in baling cot- 
toii. Mr. Vest pointed out that the 
McKinley rate was 1 2-10 cents; the 
Wilson bill made cotton ties free and 
the bill new proposed to make the rate 
7-10 cent per poond.

Why did the north 
receive binding twine, while the cotton 
ties of the south were taxed? 


Mr. Bacon of Georgia called on the 


committee to explain the distinction be- 
tween the wheat growers of the North 
and the cotton growers of the South. 
There wag no response, and Mr. Vest 
offered an amendment to strike cotton 
ties from tbe dutiable list. 


The amendment was defeated, yeas 21, 


nays 28, and the paragraph waa agreed 
to as reported. 


On the Vest amendment on cotton 


ties, Messrs. Pritchard of North Caro- 
lina and Deboe of Kentucky were the 
only men from eouttiern sections voting 
in the negative. Messrs. Harris of Kan- 
aaa, Heitfeldt and Kyle voted with the 
Democrats in the affirmative, and Sen- 
ators Jones of Nevada and Stewart with 
the Republicans in tbe negative, 


Tbe paragraphs on sheet iron and 


steel were agreed to aa reported, amend- 
ments offered by Mr. White of Califor- 
nia, embodying the Wilson rates, being 
rejected without division, i contest 
arose over the tin plate in paragraph 
130. The house rate waa 1)£ ceuta per 
•pound ; senate rate 1 4-10 cents. Mr. 
Vest moved an amendmentreducing the 
Tate to 1 2-10. He characterized the pro- 
posed rate as "indefensible and outrage- 
ous."

A SPANISH BATTLE. 


Battalions Mistake Each Other for 


Insurgents. 


HAVANA, June 2. — Mr. Calhoun, the 


American special commissioner to non- 
duct the Ruiz investigation, maintains 
a strict reserve as to his own opinion 
of the case and saya that the nature of 
iis report to the government cannot be 
made known except through the gov- 
ernment. Mr. Calhoun says it is very 
difficult for him to form an opinion as 
,o the real conditions in the island 
owing to the contradictory reports made 
bv both sides. 
"Near Captain General Weyler'e west- 
ern trocba two Spanish battalions, tbe 
Fevilla and the Garrolana, mistaking 
each other for insurgents, fell afoul near 
:he Balbiu ranch and had a hot engage* 
ment, lasting ten minutes and resulting 
in a loss of nine killed and thirteen 
wounded. 


The insurgents have attacked and 


raided the town of Vueltaa province of 
3auta Clara. 


The Spanish authorities have arrested 


and confined in the city jail Joaqu n 
Vargas, proprietor of tbe Ejidoa farm, 
Vargas has filed a petition to be tried 
by the civil court of his own town. Vice 
Consul James Springer of Ciabarien, 
who went to investigate tbe case, was 
arrested on returning to his hotel and 
waa taken into tbe presence of the mi i- 
tary com Tender, but the latter ordered 
his immediate release.

Evidence That. Figell Mur- 


dered Hoffman. 


EX PLAINS 
HIS 
MOVEMENTS 


He Has Sot Ueen Arrested, But 


Circumstances Seem to He 


Against Him. 


SAX FRASCISCO, June 2.— The police 


are avowedly as mystified as ever re- 
garding the manner iu which Isaac 
Hoffman met his death in his Battery 
street oflice last evening. Chief of Po- 
lice Lees ia still inclined to cling to his 
original theory of suicide, although the 
autopsy ahowed that it waa almost a 
physical impossibility that the wounds 
could have, been self-inflicted. Acting 
upon tbe theory that Hoffman was mur- 
dered, the suspicion of the police turns 
moat naturally towards Theodore A. 
Figell, who, so far as is known, last saw 
the merchant alive. 
Figell, who is 


bookkeeper, cashier and confidential 
clerk for the firm of Hoffman <fc Roths- 
child, aaya he returned to the office last 
evening about 6.15 o'clock, remained 
five minutes find then proceeded to the 
Tibnron ferry, takiug the G.30 o'clock 
boat for his home in San Rafael. Figell 
asserts* that ho loft Hoffman in his 
usual goad spirits, and be discredits the 
idea of suicide. 


The shooting was done with a Smith 


& Wesson revolver. Figell admits that 
the piatol, which apparently caused 
the fatal wounds, was formerly his, but 
he states that he sold the weapon to 
Hoffman several months ago. It haa 
been reported to tho police that Figell 'a 
books were about to be investigated, 
some gossip regarding the bookkeeper's 
free expenditures having come to tbe 
ears of his employers. Figell haa virtu- 
ally been under surveilance all day and 
instead of going' thia evening to his 
auburbrn home, ho has arranged to re- 
main in the city over night. The au- 
thrrities do not go the length of charg- 
ing Figell with the murder, and are even 
oih to admit that their suspicions are 
directed toward him, hut so far, no one 
e se hns come within the range of police 
investigation in connection with the 
crime. 


The development of the theory im- 


plicating Fignll is thafc -<-rrra discussion 
between . hiKi aim rioffuiau concerning 
the bookkeeper's accounts occurred in 
the office early in the evening, a Quarrel 
ensued, possibly culminating in the 
shooting of Hoffman. On the other 
hand it is urged that Figell has volun- 
tarily acknowledged all of the circum- 
stances which have brought him within 
tbe range of inquiry, and baa, from the 
first, refuted tbe suicide theory, which 
the police think would have supplied a 
convenient loophole for a guilty man. 


LATER EVIDENCE AGAINST FIGELL, 


Aa . the investigation proceeds, the 


circumstantial evidence against Figell 
is apparently becoming stronger. Late 
this evening be made a statement ac- 
counting for his move ment a ufLor the 
close of business yeaterday. He eaid 
that after leaving his office he went to 
an adjacent gun store and purchased a 
38-caUbre Smith & Wesson revolver, the 
32-calibre pistol which he declares ho 
sold to Hoffman for $5 not long ago be- 
ing too small. lie saya he placed the 
new pistol, unloaded, in his satchel, left 
the bag at the gun store and went to 
iis safe deposit box to deposit a paper, 
vrhicb; however, was not in his pocket. 
Then he returned to the office to procure 
a bottle of ink, spoke a fow minutes 
with Hoffman, returned to the gun store 
aud then ran to the ferry to catch a boat 
for hia suburban home. 


The police comment on tho pistol pur- 


chase, his fruitless trip to the safe de- 
posit box, and subsequently to the office, 
for he waa obliged to buy tbe bottle of 
ink in Ban Rafael later in tho evening. 
According to Figell's own statement, if 
he is innocent, Hoffman must have been 
wounded almost immediately after the 
clerk's departure for tho ferry. 


The autopsy shows that Hoffman's 


wounds were caused by a 32-caliber re* 
volver, and thie piatol, which. Figell says 


e sold to Hoffman, waa found in tbe 
ffice near the body of thedying man by 
he patrolman who discovered him. 
Figell is about 2G -years old and ia a 


son of Joseph Figell, a pioneer clothing 
uerchant, formerly reputed wealthy but 
atterly considered orly moderately well 
off. The son, Theodore, has always 
jeen noted for hid rather extravagant 
astes, which lately have occasioned 
comment, especially as the father haa 
ieen curtailing hia family expenses. 
Younft Figell denies that hid books are 
at alleatrav, aud says he courts the in- 
vestigation' of hia accounts which ie 
about to be made. Chief of Police Lees 
is an old time friend oi Figell senior 
and says he cannot believe the young 
man, whom he haa known from boy- 
hood, guilty of murder. Theodore Fi- 
;ell haa not been arrested, but is spend- 
ng the night in company with a police 
detective. 


CORONER'S IXQCKST. 


SAS FRANCISCO, June '2, — Under the 


direction of tbe coroner an autopsy waa 
held upon the body of Isaac Hoffman, 
the Battery street merchant who was 
ound in a dying condition last night 
upon the floor ol hia private office, as 
the result of which it waa almost con- 
clusively proved that tbe three bullet 
wounds in his bead could not have been 
self-in dieted. The theory- ia now ad- 
vanced that 
Hoffman waa attacked 


while sitting in his office, and after fall- 
ng to his knees aa the result of a glanc- 
ne blow on the temple and a ballet in 
his neck, was shot from above at cloeo 
range, the bullet entering just above 
tbe temple and lodging in the mouth.

Sutro to the San Krancisco mayoralty 
Every daiiy paper in that city opposm 
Mr. Sutro'a election, and he wag elected 
by aa overwhelming majority.

what they were worth—nothing. Tbe; 
had bartered public confidence for tbe 
privilege of being "safe," and they .pah 
the price. Some each price *hny pay 
right along. 


Where coald you tarn today to find 


paper of the type of tho New York 
Tribune nnder Horace {rraeley or the 
Springfield Uniax under Samuel Bowles? 
Certainly yon could find none on this 
coast, and yon. would hardly find one on 
this aide of the Atlantic. Bach papers 
hare disappeared under the pressure i 
the proprietary decaaad for ""flufe" writ 
ing; they, have vanished nuder the be- 
guiling influence of cash *r political as 
piration. But the people are not d 
ceived; they know it. 


It is (not divulging the secrets of the 


profession to Bay that it need not be 
supposed that interior editorial writers 
are absolutely without "strings 
tbem." There ia no country editor 
humble that no unfortunate .influence 
of party or creed nr something elae wi 
creep into hia editorial writings. 1'olicy 
is not without its suggestions in al 
sanctums. Bat it undoubtedly is a fact 
that such influences generally ere vastly 
laaa DDteot astziLiir interior writers. If 
they cannot aay all that ttiey would 
like, they, at least, can say eome part 
of it, and in that respect they have -the 
advAutage of their city brethren, who 
can write almost nothing of themselves. 
They are parts of a machine, and ttie 
machine is without a CDQ trolling con- 
science. 


The strangest part of it ia that, not- 


withstanding these evident facts, the 
city attracts a majority of newspaper 
workers. Thoy mast there become mere 
parta of a machine, bat they do notatsy 
away on that account. They must lose 
their individuality, bat, whether or not 
they think that the JOBS would be little, 
they are not deterred by the fact. In 
the average they are not paid SB well 
there a-in the .country, bat this fact, 
too, they overlook. The city lures them, 
and they EO to it. In the meantime, we 
of the interior justly may congratulate 
ourselves on the advantages which even 
we do.not enoagh appreciate.

Tha fact ia that Myers 
waa taken eict recently and Mr. Noble 
allowed hia daughter to stay at the 
Myera house to look after the children. 
Myers had 
a housekeeper, a Mra. 


Tnomas, otherwise, eava Mr. Noble, he 
would not have permitted hia daughter 
'jo remain at the houet, though he 
trusted his son-in-law (Myera' first wife 
was Viola's sister). 


Furthermore, aays Mr. Xoble, while 


Myera was sick he, Noble, drove the oil 
w&con £0 tbat Myere would not lose his 
job. The family had treated Myere with 
nothing bat kindness, which he repaid 
with ingratitude. Xuble says the state- 
ment that he knew his daughter and 
Myera were in love ia erroneous. H* 
knew nothing about the feeling they en- 
tertained for each other until the day 
after their elopement. He is opposed to 
the marriage because of theeiri'a youth, 
and had he been able he would hava 
prevented their uniou. Ha also con- 
siders that it was inappropriate in Myers 
to think of marriage at ah so ahortiy 
after his wife's death. 


Mr. Noble appeared before Justice 


Austin yesterday anil gave & bond of 
$250 to preserve the peace. In hia rage 
at Myera' conduct ha made some threats 
against his son-in-law, who had him ar- 
rested. 


Referring to marriage on the high

Sanct* of its prohibitions, and still less 
ia it certain tbat it will recognize a mar- 
riage ofitaown citizens who go outside 
its borders to avoid the prohibilioua of 
its laws. There are other etatea that do 
not recognize such unions under such 
conditions. It ia quita possible that the 
California courts will refuse to be a 
party to making California law ft matter 
of contempt. 
In that ease 
several 


couples will find themsRlves in a rather 
embarrassing situation." 


The point raised by thsExaminer 13 an 


interesting one, and somebody with 
minority to sppsik should mate it clenr. 
While a marriage performed at sea by a 
minister might be valid, there ia good 
reason to bolieve that those performed

and Is Arrested. 


Dr. C, C. J. Wachendorf, a recent ar-

THE WINE INDUSTRY. 


Movement to Have the Dingley Bill 


Schedule Retained. 


EDITOR REi>c»r,rcAN :—Under a gen- 


eral classification of the Associated Wine 
Industries of California consietiuK of 
growers, makers and merchants, there 
has been a petition circulated through- 
out the Htate memoralizing our repre- 
sentatives iu congress to vote and work 
for the wine schedule of the Dingley 
bill. By its provisions the duties on 
wine are raised from oO cents a gallon 
on dry wines of 14 degrees alcohol, aud 
40 cents a gallon for sweet winea carry- 
ing 24 degrees of spirits, to 60 cents a 
gallon on all wines, with a reciprocity 
clause of 10 cants a gallon, to such coun- 
tries as the President may deem enti- 
tled to concessions. The senate com- 
mittee amended this schedule after it 
had passed the house so as to retain the 
old Wilson-Gorman tax of 30 and 50 
cents, aud unices prompt action is ta- 
ken it is likely to become s law. 


The Associated Wine Industries have 


a committee on tariff Legislation con- 
sisting of Henry W. Crabb, Charles 
Bnndechu. John Swett, Percy T. Mor- 
gan, P. C. Rossi, Frederick Jacobi and 
"Edward Frowenfeld, who 
have had 


charge of the petition recently for- 
warded. They have decided to issue a 
call for a meeting to take place iu tbe 
Chamber of Uommerce, San Francisco, 
on Friday morning, June 4th, at 11 
o'clock, to take iuime 'iate action on tbe 
proposed senate amendment. 
Judge 


John A. Stanley will preside and it ia 
the intention to telegraph suitable reso- 
lutions to Washington, and perform 
eucii other work as may be necessary to 
protect the $50,000,000 invested in vine- 
yards in California. 


It ia of tbe utmost importance that 


there should be prompt and vigorous ac- 
tion taken, ae the eenatu amendment is 
not only unfair to tbe producers, but it 
in unjust to the whole people. In the 
wine districts of France the average 
wages paid to labor la from one and a 
half to three francs a day, the laborer 
boarding himself escept his Innch. Tn 
California tbe price of labor for tbe 
same kind of work is from 75 cents to 
$1 u day and board. In this connection 
it should be remembered that interest 
on money iu California is from 7 to 10 
per cent per annum, while in France, 
Germany and Italy capital doea not 
command more than 3 or 4 per cent per 
annum. It should also be noted that 
Germany charges an import duty of 
$1.95 per case for wines brought into 
the country in glass. The duty in Italy 
ia $1.44 a case, while France collects the 
same impost on all wines above ten and 
nine-tenthH decrees of alcohol that she 
does on p'>re spirits. 


The proposed schedule discriminates 


unjustly in fa?or of foreign, \vioca as 
against foreign whiskies and brandies. 
The duty of 50 cents a.^allou on sweet 
wines carrying 24 degrees of alcohol is 
much leoa iu proportion than the duty 
on apirita of 50 degrees. Proof spirits 
pay $2.25 per gallon 01 50 degrees, which 
is more than double the amonnt charged 
for aweot winea of relative degree. It 
also encourages adulteration because 
ordinary California ivinoB carry about 
12>2 degrees degrees of alcohol. An im- 
porter can ea?ily bring in winea forti- 
fied to 24 degrees, pay 50 per cent a gal- 
lon duty on it, and then "etretch" it 
into gallons of claret or other table 
winea. 


The contention that a lower rate of 


duty will stimulate importation and in- 
crease the revenue ia not susceptible of 
proof. 
Under the 
McKinlay tariff, 


which imposed the same duty as the 
Diugloy ecbednle, the importation of 
wines into the United States .in 1393 was 
H,354,07S gallons, while in 189S under 
the Wilson bill, which lowered the duty 
to 30 cents per gallon, the importation 
was 3,7f>3,485 gallons, netting a losa of 
more than a quarter of a million dollars 
in revenue and showing a decrease of a 
million dollars In the amount of wine 
imported.
